afternoon service I asked the con- 
gregation to join in prayer that 
he might be saved. We also men- 
tioned a young woman in the hos- 
pital, dying with cancer, and an- 
other woman reared a Catholic 
whom I had met at a funeral. 
With tears she had urged me to 
pray for her cousin with cancer 
and then admitted she, too, was 
lost. We prayed for these three 
cases. Here are the sequels. 


Thanksgiving day Mrs. Hardesty, 
Mrs. Crawford and Mr. Wyatt drove 
out into the country and had a 
happy visit with the old man 
passed seventy years old. He was 
happily converted and a young 
man nineteen years old was also 
saved. They came back to the 
services shouting happily. 


On Friday afternoon workers 
visited the young married woman 
reared a Catholic for whom we had 
prayer. They there learned that 
the cousin had died on Thanks- 
giving day but only after she was 
visited and won to Christ by an- 
other minister. After earnest and 
protracted prayer and _ teaching, 
she trusted Christ as her Saviour 
and that night was in the con- 
gregation at the Bible School. She 
came forward and claimed Christ 
publicly and her face was alight 
with happiness. 

Early last week we received a 
letter from Brother Benson Box 


in Winona, Mississippi and he 


asked us to pray fcr a young man ; 


thirty years old who was deeply 
concerned about his soul, and prom- 
ised to wire us if he was saved. 
We earnestly prayed for God to 


save him. We had no word of his 
salvation by Saturday so I sent) 
the following telegram: |

Our hearts rejoiced that God 
heard our prayers. 


In the midst of the service on 
Thanksgiving day a young man, 
called of God to preach, walked up- 
on the platform and asked permis- 
sion to say a word. He confessed 
to the pecple that he had gone far 
from God, had been drunk the 
night before, yet had no peace and 
felt that he must openly confess 
his shameful sin to the people 
that all might pray for him. He 
asked special prayer for another 
man with whom he worked that 
he might be saved and this temp- 
tation taken away. We earnestly 
prayed in the public assembly, 
Brother Sam Morris leading the 
prayer as he has prayed for so 


many others misled by the curse 
of drink. Then Brother Russell 


McNamara of the Chicago Gospel 
Mission took the young man aside 
for an hour of instruction as to 
how he might have victory over 
this temptation. We earnestly 
prayed for our young friend’s com- 
panion who led him into sin. That 
night the other young man had an 
automobile wreck and his eye was 
injured. While he was in deep 
distress, members of the church 
went and prayed with him and he 
was happily converted. Sunday 
night he came out publicly 
to claim Christ as Saviour at the 
close of Brother Morris’ message. 
Tuesday morning a mother-in-law 
arose with tears to ask prayer for 
her son-in-law in the hospital with 
heart trouble. She thought him un- 
saved. He was isolated by the doc- 
tors, could not stand excitement and 
there was great concern felt in 
his behalf. We prayed about it. 
That afternoon his wife came in, 
tremulous with joy, her eyes full 
of tears. She said, “Brother Rice, 
he is all right! He is all right! 
Mother Moore went to. see him and 
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now he is all right. He had been 
gaved years ago but had drifted 
away. Now he has come back to 
the Lord and he is all right.” 
Such incidents as these made the 
presence of God seem very near 
throughout the session. 

Thursday night six or eight 
came forward at the invitation, 
some coming for the first time to 
claim Christ as Saviour. The first 
was an old. gray-headed man, @ 
backslider. Then came several 
young people, and last of all a 
man and his wife. The wife came 
as a backslider to renew her vows 
to God while the man for the first 
time claimed Christ as his Saviour. 
Friday night also there were a 
number of professions of faith, cne 
of them a young girl twelve years 
old who came with her family 
from Kaufman, Texas, to attend 
the Bible School and came-to 
Christ after the benediction, went 
forward to Brother Morris and con- 
fessed it. The crowd was stilled 
and they came to greet the new 
convert. One young woman public- 
ly expressed her surrender to the 
call of God, as she felt, to the 
foreign mission field. 


With hearts full of thanksgiv- 
ing for God’s blessing and thanks 
for all who had a part, human- 
ly speaking, in making the Bible 
School possible, we look forward 
happily to next spring when, God 
willing, even greater blessing may 
be ours, should Jesus tarry. 
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
